Commission, 
accepted

dona­ 
tions from public utility Interests, n 
new cand id ate appeared on the scene. 
His e n t ra nc e has made the Illinois 
s e n a t o r i a l ra ce a political enigma. 
The new candidate is Hugh S. Ma- 
gill, w ho was once a state senator. 
He delivered the maiden sp eec h 
of 
ills campaign at the sta te 
capital 
last 
nig lit and here are the a r gu ­ 
ments lie gave in Ills plea for votes: 
1. 
Election of Hui it It would place 
the s ta m p of approval on "corrupt 
politics.” 
(He cited at length the 
disclosures of tlie senate Investigat­ 
ing com mittee). 
2. 
Election 
of 
B rennan 
would 
hâve th e same effect. 
(He 
cited 
B rennan’s political record of hlparty 
combinations and the fact that Bren­ 
nan also accepted public utility con 
trihutions).

4 BULLET RIDDLED MEN IN HOS­ 
PITALS, 2 MORE DEAD IN 
MORGUES 


ONE OF WOUNDED IS CRIMINAL 
LAWYER. W. W. 
OBRIEN

Chicago, Oct. 12. — Murderous, 
gangland warfare, terror 
of 
Cook 
county for several years, once more 
flared openly today and 
even 
the 
chief of police predicted that this 
city is destined to see the most v i­ 
cious underworld fighting in its his­ 
tory. 


While an air of belligerency per­ 
vaded the haunts 
of 
the 
various 
gangs, four men lay in 
hospitals, 
suffering from bullet wounds, 
and 
tw o more lay dead, the latest vic­ 
tims of the illegal liquor traffic war 
of extermination. 


One of the wounded, Attorney W. 
W. O’Brien, is a criminal 
law yer, 
wlio became nationally 
known 
by 
his successful defense 
of 
W illiam 
Darling Shepherd, accused 
of 
the 
famous “ germ m u rd er” of Billy Mc- 
Cllntock. 
The two dead men, Earl "H ym ie” 
Weiss, and Paddy Murray, 
police 
said, 
are 
well 
known 
gangsters. 
Weiss, according to the officers, was 
head of the gang th a t once w as dom­ 
inated by Dean 
O’Banion, 
whoso 
murder October IO, 1924, was 
the 
startin g point of 
the 
underworld 
feuds. 
Paddy Murray is a 
brother 
of 
James Murray, who was sent to the 
penitentiary for complicity 
in 
the 
Rondout m^ll robbery. 
Benny Jacobs, investigator for O’­ 
Brien, Edward “ Nigger” Goldberg, a 
Weiss lieutenant, according to po­ 
lice, and Sam Belier, a 
bystander, 
are the other three wounded. 
The four are expected to live. 
By a curious turn of fate, yester­ 
d a y ’s shooting occurred 
w ithin 
a 
few steps of the place where O’Ban­ 
ion was killed among his 
orchids 
and carnations 
a flower shop. 
The men shot were either stand­ 
ing iii front of tho flower shop or 
getting out of an automobile. 
’O- 
Brlen was talking with Jacobs, 
ac­ 
cording to witnesses and the others 
were near the car. 
Suddenly the staccato bark of 
a 
machine gun rent the air and the 
men on the sidewalk sank to the 
pavement. 
Tile brazen shooting occurred but 
a few blocks from the loop. 
Scores 
of pedestrians scurried for cover. 
A 
high 
powered 
automobile 
dashed 
north on State Street. 
One w itness 
noticed th at a gun was fired from a 
window across the street from tho 
shooting. 
Police investigated and 
found that, most of the firing was 
done from this window. 
Chief of Police Collins, 
in 
com­ 
menting on the affair, 
prophesied 
that the new outbreak 
“ has 
only 
just begun.” 
“ We knew this was coming sooner 
or later,” he said, “and it certainly 
is riot over. 
I fully 
expect 
that 
there will be a reprisal, then a coun­ 
ter reprisal arid so on. 
This is an­ 
other one of the vicious outbreaks.” 
The latest firing was laid by po­ 
lice to the bitter feud between the 
Weiss gang and that, of Al Brown, 
alleged Cicero vice lord, over

It was the belief of police that 
Attorney O'Brien was in the

posit on as that in which B illy Mc-

O’Brien just prior to the shooting 
left the criminal

building, 
where he is defending Joe Saltis, a l­ 
leged Southside gang boss, on trial 
for murder.

Stege raided the upstairs offices of 
the flower shop and announced he

Mary Todd 
Lincoln was Hie (laughter of Robert 
,s. Todd, for whom her own son, Rob­ 
ert Todd Lincoln, was named. 
She 
was one of eight children by Todd’s 
first wife. 
Todd remarried and had 
eight more children, of whom three 
were sons. 
All three were Confed­ 
erate soldiers, one killed at Shiloh, 
another at Vicksburg and Hie third 
at Baton Rouge. 
Bo it is seen that 
more of Mrs. Lincoln’s half brothers 
died for the Stars and Bars than Mrs. 
Bixby gave sons to the Stars and 
Stripes, although the latter got that 
beautiful letter from President Lin­ 
coln for her sacrifice.

We hope they will he alive to the fact that 
Christianson is savmg them money and will rally for him and his 
administration at the polls.

TUE EAST IS A GOOD CUSTOMER OE THE WEST 


E ditor A l v a r 
E a s t m a n has returned from a motor trip 
through the East and is qualified to speak first hand on conditions 
there. In the arguments concerning things of the West and East, 
differences in politics and in treatm ent of the farm er’s problems, 
one should not forget that the East is a great customer of West­ 
ern agricultural products. Mr. Eastman says: 
“If the West and the Northwest want to get any legislation 
that may possibly improve agricultural conditions, they will only 
obtain it by united and vigorous action. 
The East is not bot heir I 
with an agricultural surplus. 
W hat the farm ers have to sell 
above their own needs finds a ready market right at home, and in 
the summer months the city owners of summer homes and tour­ 
ists are a big factor of prosperity. 
All through New England, 
New York, and even as far west as Ohio there are a multitude of 
real cities and villages, and the output of industries is trem en­ 
dous, employing many millions of workers. 
“The E ast buys all its flour from the West, much of its corn 
and other grains. 
Minnesota is shipping to the East many car­ 
loads of butter, eggs and poultry, and even the Pacific coast finds 
considerable m arket for its fruit, as well as Florida. 
“As far as this goes the East is aiding the West by buying its 
products, but politically it is a question for the consumers. 
They 
have a personal objection to any legislation that will increase the 
cost of food supply which the West has to sell. 
That is human 
nature— even if it is a short sighted policy. 
“Without the West the East would be (pit off from its best 
market for manufactured products, and without profit for the 
western farm ers the prosperity of the East would be hard hit. 
But it is a waste of time trying to convince the E ast that it is 
for their benefit ultimately to aid in bettering agricultural condi­ 
tions in the West. 
“ It is not a political issue in the East to buy as cheaply as 
possible— and it should not be a partisan issue in the West to look 
out for its own interests.’’
